Let Canadians keep their eyes 
steadily fixed on this that all thie 
aunexation talk is due to proteo- 
tionism. ‘Ibe whole fever is being 
worked up by the enewies of reci- 
procity, first in Kngland, then in 
Canada and now in the United 
States. There was not a vestige

terésts, The only imperial inter. 
est that it imperilled was the in- 
terest the tariff reformers had in 
being able to. tax their fellow- 
countrymen to their own profit 
and to the imperilling of British 
trade in foreign markete. This 
shout was naturally heard across 
the sea with the greatest glee, and 
it would bave been a miracle if it 
had not evoked an echo there; for, 
whatever Mr, Secretary Knox may 
say, no one doubts that the United 
States people would like to annex 
Canada. _ The vision they have 
always cherished sinoe they en 
titled their first deliberative body 
the Continental Oougress bas 
proved, like that of Ariel, a dis- 
solving view, and would soon have 
left not a rack behind had not this 
dishonest outburst in England 
turned the limelight upou it and 
caused it to flicker up again into 
brilliance before the dazzled eyes 
of the American people and of 
their demagogues. 

The same shout was taken up 
with inoreased disingenuousness 
by our own protectionists who 
were trembling for the result of 
any scaling of the tariff. They 
had a great deal to say about the 
thin end of the wedge. The wedge 
they were afraid of was the wedye 
of free trade. They accounted 
this reciprocity treaty as imperil- 
ling their whole system of taxing 
the consumer; and, knowing that 
Canada would not have annexation 
on any terms, joined frantically in 
the annexation cry. This also 
was telegraphed to the United 
States and helped well to recall 
the old dream of continentalism 
from its troubled sleep of a hun- 
dred and forty years. The Ga- 
zette, which was born of the con- 
tinental movement a hundred and 
forty years ago boasts now of hav- 
ing succeeded in adding fuel to 
the flame. It has a correspondent 
at Washington for the special pur- 
pose of working it up. He tele- 
graphs that his despatches were 
telegraphed bagk to Washington 
and gave additional impetus to the 
so-called movement. This is the 
way io which for the past decade 
the wires under the sea, and the 
regular channels of news, have 
been plied sieadily backwards and 
forwards in the work of traducing 
the Liberal government of Great 
Britain, and telling how under 
free trade the empire, is going to 
pieces, while all the time it was 
becoming more firmly knit, and 
its trade has been increasing by 
leaps and bounds. Their time of 
unholy victory or of defeat bas 
come. Of course no wave of folly 
can thwart the deeper will of a 
people, and if reciprocity does not 
come now, the people on both 
sides of the line, will get their 
way ip a more unadulterated forin. 
In any case this annexation fuss 
is nothing but stage play, with 
abundant tin-pan thunder—alarm- 
ums within marching and counter- 
marching, and all the by-play with 
which playwrights tickle the eyes 
and ears of the groundlings. The 
best answer our government can 
give to these sewers of sedition 
against itself as representing the 
people is another good slash at our 
anti-imperial tariff. A quarter 
knocked off the present duties to- 
wards Britain would be a pleasan- 
try to the Champ Clark joker, and 
a good snub to the officious Mr 
Bennett, whose one object in his 


annexation motion was to kill the 
agreement; though bis objection 
to it is that it does not go far 
enough. The value of his out 
break is shown by ite treatment in 
the foreign affairs committee, 
where it waa rejected by every 
tvote but hie own.

The farmers of Alberta have 
asked the government to establish 
a pork packing establishment 
owned and operated by the gov- 
ernment. The government has 
already promised to do so, pro- 
viding the farmers of the province 
will pledge themselves to supply 
to the factory yearly 50,000 hogs. 
That sounds businesslike on the 
part of Alberta’s government.

The new water wheel for the 
municipal power house arrived at 
Blackfalds on Saturday and the 
work of unloading and hauling to 
the power house on the ‘Blindman 
is now under way. The wheel is 
of the latest desiga, and when in 
operation will use about half the 
amount of water required to ran 
the old one. The machine arrived 
in bad shape, having evidently 
been in a collision. The large 
drive wheel was broken in pieces, 
and other parts damaged. New 
parts were ordered by wire on 
Saturday, and will probably come 
to hand before the end of March. 

When the new wheel is in oper- 
ation the cost of producing current 
will be greatly reduced, as at pres- 
ent with the steam plant in opera- 
tion continuously, Lacombe is 
paying stiff prices for light. The 
users, bowever, have no complaints 
to make about the service given. 
Since the plant started up last fall 
there has not been one break in 
the service. Notwithstanding the 
great cost, of production the plant 
bas given a good account of itself. 
It has paid its way right through, 
and at present shows a profit. 

With the water plant going 
ayain and more liberal patronage 
from our citizens, the electric light 
plant will become a very valuable 
asset to the town.

Beet Situation in North America. 


Those in touch with live stock 
affairs in, America are beginning 
to do some serious figaring in fa- 
tures. The supply of beef cattle 
both in. Canada and the United 
States is decreasing. Population 
in both countries. is increasing. 
The Republic, baying counted 
noges, reports a comforting in- 
crease in numbers during the de- 
cade. The Dominion will not 
have its official figures ready for 
some months yet, but unofficial 
estimates, offered in plenty, indi- 
cate that this country’s increase 
in population since 1901 will fig- 
ure into a more satisfying percent- 
age than was the oase in any ten- 
year span since we started buasi- 
ness as a vation. Also, as a peo- 
ple, and in spite of high prices, 
we are probably eating ae much 
meat, per capita, in 1911 as wedid 
in 1901. 

In the’ last two years our in- 
crease in population has been 
greatest. Since about 1908 the 
influx from Europe aud the United 
States, to judge from immigration 
figures, the number of homesteads 
entered on and somewhat from the 
noisy boastings of cities’ growt 
has been steadily increasing. In 
the same period we decreased our 
supply of beef cattle by the matter 
of half a million bead, these fig- 
ures not including a good many 
thousand cattle liquidated in the 
last balf of 1910 under compulsion 
of climatic conditions, almost the 
most serious in the history of the
